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WASHINGTON, Nov. 2.—Restrictions on the scope of the proposed expert committee 
of inquiry into Germany ’s capacity to pay reparations may render it useless to proceed with 
ihe plan in the view of President Coolidge ak made known today at White House 

It was indicated that in the event restrictions were placed on the scope of the experts’ 
inquiry which, in the opinion of officials here, would reader its studies not hopeful of good 
results, participation by the United States probably would be agreed upon only with the dis 
tinct understanding that the Washington government believed from the oulset that the effort 
to settle the réparations question in that way would be futile 

Although no steps have been taken toward selection of the American representative er 
representatives on the committee of experts, the president has decided that no member of 
the cabinet shall be selected. The statement was made at the White House that it would 


be difficult for a cabinet officer to leave his post in Washington and, even if one were chosen, 
to keep his activities on the committee from being regarded as official.
